Twelve m ajestic palm s which have stood grouped in 
an oasis in th e very heart of w hat is now Palm Springs, 
since before the birth of the United States are being 
moved this week to m ake way for completion of widening 
of Indian avenue. 


W ater logged an d with fronds interlocked, the m oving poses a 
problem for Joe Leonard and his crew. 
One of the big trees, 
center, has been uprooted and is being lowered by a crane pre­ 
paratory to tran sp lan tin g a few feet aw ay and off the right 
of w ay for In d ian avenue. 


C ontractor Joe Leonard, who 
received the contract as low b id­ 
der to move the trees, has taken 
on a big job. The huge palm s 
w hich weigh m any hundreds of 
pounds 
each, m ust 
be moved 
tw enty-five to a hundred feet 
and 
be transplanted at light 
angles to Indian avenue, along 
th south side of the Indian bath 
house property.

them selves in the soft, w ater- 
soaked earth around th e Indian 
baths 
and 
entw ining 
fronds, each tree clutching its 
neighbor, (hese add unpredict­ 
able dangers for the crew which 
must transplant the 200-year-old 
pa 1 ms. 
As th e power shovel digs aw ay 
the w et soil, sm all trickles of 
water seep into the hole filling 
it and w ashing the roots free 
from the grasping earth, adding 
the possibility of the trees fa ll­ 
ing of their own accord at any 
time. 


THE STORY of how these palm 
trees cam e to he is not quite 
clear. 
But the stories 
handed 
down from generation to genera­ 
tion of how the early Agua C al­ 
iente Indians used the seeds of 
these palm s for food, indicates 
that the 200 years of growth is 
probable indeed. 
M any years ago a huge group 
of these very trees sheltered a 
w ater hole at which the Agua 
Caliente Indian got his w ater 
supply. 
Indians who are now 
working on the m oving of the 
trees, heard stories of the “o a­ 
sis” 
from 
their 
fathers 
and 
grandfathers; stories of under­ 
ground w ater in the m iddle of a 
barren desert: how they got food 
for their fam ilies by grinding 
See PALMS.

LaRue Watson Spots First 
Flying Saucer Over Village 


V illager LaRue C. W atson has 
joined the grow ing fellowship 
of those who have seen a “fly­ 
ing saucer." One evening recent­ 
ly he saw one of the m ysterious 
bodies pass overhead from south 
to north, and a couple of m in­ 
utes later he saw presum ably the 
sam e one pass through the sky 
from west to east, the paths in ­ 
tersecting just east of the center 
of the Village, he said. His re ­ 
port m arks the first official one 
of a flying saucer here. 
It w as a sharply defined cir­ 
cular 
object, 
apparently 
flat­ 
tened, though its thickness could 
not be determ ined, W atson d e­ 
clared. It w as thoroughly light­ 
ed all over, but did not seem to 


project light rays beyond its cir­ 
cular ibody. 
It appeared to be 
travelling at ab o u t norm al a ir­ 
plane height, an d if so, W atson

Varner Urges 
Line oí Parks 
for highways 


Provide 
Shelters 


for Tourists on 


Desert, His Plea 
Supervisor Homer L. Varner 
of the Fourth District, wants a 
series of parks or shady shelters 
built by the state park commis­ 
sion across the desert on High­ 
ways 60-70 from the Blythe port 
of entry into the state and from 
Yuma along Highway 99 to the 
Palm Springs area. 
In a request filed with N. B. 
Drury, chief of the division of 
beaches and parks, Varner called 
attention to the first leg of tour­ 
ists trips into California in the 
Summer time when they enter 
the state at the two gateways. 


"AS YOU KNOW," he wrote, 
"the eastern part of the desert 
is desert and the temperatures 
run high in the Summer. Un­ 
comfortably high for out-of-state 
visitors. On highways 60-70 com­ 
ing in from Blythe, tourists must 
travel some 150 miles of desert 
roads. 
Coming in via Y'uma 
they must travel 85 miles along 
Highway 99 before there is any 
appreciable change in the cli­ 
mate. 
“At the present time, it is re­ 
ported some 600 cars cross into 
the state at Blythe every 24 
hours. 
“I have noticed at Blythe doz­ 
ens of cars of visitors waiting 
for the necessary inspection and 
utilizing every bit of shade pos­ 
sible. 


‘THEREFORE I am making an 
appeal to you to give every con­ 
sideration to 
establishing a 
chain 
of 
‘roadside 
parks’ 
throughout the desert area from 
tile Colorado river to San Gor- 
gonio Pass where these tourists 
may relax at intervals protected 
from the high Summer heat.

These roadside parks need not be 
large—three or four acres—but 
with plenty of shade and water. 
"I believe that nothing would 
be of greater contribution to our 
vast number of out-of-state vis­ 
itors than these roadside parks 
and the park at the Colorado 
river. I believe they should be 
planned and built before the 
Summer of 1953.”
